Seething Mass of Humanity Greeted 
Bryan with Shouts. 

New York, October 97.—Second avenue 
presented a sight which it has seldom 
seen. Bryan enthusiasm swarmed into 
the avenue until it was simply impass- 
able from Tenth to Twenty-second 
streets. The stand erected at thg cor- 
ner of Fourtenth street was surrounded 
by a living mass of people. For more 
than half an hour Assistant District At- 
torney Osborne tried to entertain the 
crowd. It was a rushing, shoving, seeth- 
ing mass of humanity as far as the eye 
eould reach. They were waiting for Bry- 
an. The windows of the adjacent houses 
were filled with people, who showed their 
demonstrations in all manners of ways. 
Several young women from a house on 
Second avenue almost opposite the stand 
kept up shooting off a pistol while others 
from the roof set off a continual stream 
of fireworks. 

It was soon aftr 9 o'clock when the 
presidential candidate Was announced by 
the outbursts from the crowd. Several 
mounted policemen rushed through thé 
crowd and made a passageway for a 
carriage behind them. This contained 
Mr. Bryan. He alighted when he reached 
a position just in front of the stand, and 
was escorted through the crowd. He

Democratic Leader Tells Them of 


Trusts and Imperialism. 
_New Haven, Conn., October 27.—The 
Yale students today had their first meet- 
ing of the present campaign with Mr. 
Bryan. When Mr. Bryan first visited this 
city during the presidential contest of 
1896 he was not given a very agreeable 
reception. Twice since that time he has 
lectured here very successfully, speak- 
ing on other than political themes.

Bryan arrived at 11 o'clock and was 
escorted directly to the Second regiment 
armory, a large hall, in which the meet- 
ing was held, and in which many stu- 
dents had gathered. He was greeted as 
he entered the hall with general cheers.

When Mr. Bryan began to speak 
there was general silence in the audience 
and, while there were afterwards slight 
interruptions, it seemed evident from the 
beginning that here was no intention 
to make unfriendly demonstrations such

Mr. Bryan discussed trusts and impe- 
rialism along the usual lines. In speaking 
of trusts he said: 

“Last night at a banquet in New York 
to the republican candidate for vice presi- 
dent, Senator Scott, of West Virginia 
made @ statement that I am going to read 
to you. He said: 

"Right here I want to say I believe 
in trusts. They are a good thing,’ and 
then recognizing that he had said a dan- 
gerous thing for a republican to say in 
a campaign, he turned and said: ‘If 
that newspaper man puts that down I 
will make trouble for him.’ ” 

Mr. Bryan was upon the point of clos- 
ing his speech when some one in a distant 
part of the hall made an inquiry about 
free silver. Mr. Bryan replied vigorously 
and in a sharply accented tone of Voice. 
He said: 

‘I want to remind the man who wants 
to Know about silver that you do not 
have to ask questions to find out our 
policy on the question. If the gentleman 
can read he can read a platform that 
states a party’s position, so that even a 
republican can understand it, and if he 
has not had time to read the platforms 
and Knows anything of me he knows 
where I stand, whether there is a plat- 
form or not. When the money question 
was paramount we talked about it and 
the republicans wanted ‘to talk about the 
tariff and now when the republicans as- 
sail the principles of government, instead 
of defending the policy of imperialism, 
they want to talk about the money ques- 
tion. The ymoney question can be set- 
tled at any time. The question of govern- 
ment must be settled now. You can live 
under any kind of money standard, but 
you cannot live under the doctrine of an 
empire and belleve in free government.” 

The students present made no demon- 
stration during the meeting aside from a 
pretty. general departure from the hall 
after Mr. Bryan had spoken for about 
forty minutes.

Jerry Lynch, one of the best Known cit- 
izens of Atlanta, is critically ill at his 
residence, corner Seaboard avenue and 
Hardee street. At a late hour last night 
his condition was very precarious, and 
it was then believed that he could not live 
through the night. 

For the past several weeks Mr. Ivynch 
has” grown steadily worse. Physicians 
and members of his family have done 
everything iw their power to cause an 
improvement, but without avail. 

For the past two or three days he has 
been sinking rapidly. Yesterday morning 
a decided change for the worse was no- 
ticed and during the day he failed to 
rally. His physicians were called and dur 
Ing the day theiy remained at his bed- 
side, although they could dq little more 
than relieve his suffering. 

Last night the members of his family 
several times thought he was dying, but 
upon each of these occasions he -rallied 
slightly, although not sufficiently to cause 
any hope for his recovery. At a late hour 
last night it was announced that it was 
improbable that he could live until day- 
light. 

Mr. Lynch is well known in Atlanta, 
especially to the older citizens. He has 
been here since the forties and has al- 
ways been one of Atlanta’s most sub- 
stantial and progressive citizens. He is 
about sé€venty years of age and is a na- 
tive of ‘(New Bedford. There he spent 
his boyhood. 

When about sixteen years of age he 
left New Bedford on a whaler, and after 
working before the mast for several 
years he came south, arriving in Atlanta 
about 1859 from Augusta, where he learn- 
ed his trade. In Atlanta he worked with 
Mr. Melson, who is now well known here 
as a tailor. 

At the outbreak of the civil war Mr. 
Lynch enlisted in the confederate army, 
serving with distinction. His experience 


as a sailor made him valuable to his 
country, and when the Alabama was com- 
missioned by the confederacy he went 
aboard that ‘ship. He left the navy,

The explanation of how 
the gas was turned on cannot be made 
clear, for no one was with the legislator 
when he retired, and the dying man him- 
self did not regain consciousnéss during 
the day to explain the cause of the mis- 
hap. The most natural presumption Is 
that M. B. Walker was un! to gas 
light in his room and that he must have 
blown the light out, instead of turning 
it off when he retired for the night. 

A determined effort was made by the 
physicians at Grady hospital to revive the 
practically lifeless body all day yester- 
day, but with little effect. During the 
day over twenty gallons of oxygen was 
pumped into his lungs, but, although the 
man’s pulse revived at times, conscious- 
ness did not return to him. 

At a late hour last night the physician 
in charge of the hospital made the state- 
ment to The Constitution that Repregen- 
tative Walker's’ condition had not 
changed in the that there was 
no sign of consciousness and that the 
chances of his final recovery were exceed- 
ingly slim. Yesterday afternoon the 
friends of M. B. Walker telegraphed to 
his wife at Roberta, Ga., to come to 
Atlanta at once, apprising her of the fact 
that her husband's condition was exceed- 
ingly dangerous.

signs of life showed themselves. 
No Change in Condition. 


Last night no change was moted in 
the condition of the man. At midnight 
the physician in charge stated that Mr. 
Walker’s condition had not improved, and 
that nothing could be predicted as to 
the final outcome. All that can be done 
for him has already been done, and the 
physicians state that they must now 
await developments. 

Representative Walker has been con- 
stant in attendance on the meetings of 
the house.

Her eldest son, Thomas, married 
Frances, a daughter of Sir Richard Low- 
ther. There is a tradition tn the family 
that Secretary William married Miss Bul. 
ler, the daughter of an English judge, 
but I Know of no authority for it. Sir 
Alan Bellingham was the son of Sir Rovp- 
ert Bellingham, and Sir Robert married a 
daughter of Sir Robert Aske, who was 
hanged with seventy-three of his officers 
for heading a rebellion against Henry 
VITI on account of the suppression of the 
monasteries. The rebellion is known in 
history as the ‘Pilgrimage of Grace,’ see 
Paine's History of Duvland. Sir Robert 
was the leader of the rebellion and was 
hangea at Carlisle, in the county of Cum- 
berland, England. I have never been able 
to learn anything of the descendants of 
the Edmund Cleborne who sold Cleborn 
manor and moved to Killerly. There are 
Clebornes in Engiand who are respect- 
able people and who are probably doscend- 
fd from him. There was a Mrs. Nevins, 
who died some fifteen years ago in Dub- 
lin, Ireland, who, it is said, had a vast 
deal of family history in her possession 
which she willed to Sir Bernard Burke, 
who has charge of The Herald's office in 
London. Mrs. Nevins was a Miss Cle- 
borne, and was probably of the Irish 
branch of the family. There is at this 
time a Sir Alan Bellingham, descended 
from our ancestor of Levin’s Hall. He 
lives in the county of Louthe, Ireland. 
He is an ear] and I suppose is moderately 
rich. Secretary Willlam Claiborne came 
to Virginia in 1631 with Sir Francis Wyatt, 
the colonial governor. He was sent over 
as surveyor general of the colony of Vir- 
ginia, and it is said he got the appoint- 
ment throught the influence of his cousin, 
the countess of Pembroke. In a few vears 
after he came to Virginia he was made a 
member of the executive council, secretary 
and treasurer of the colony. He seems 
to have been a man of extraordinary ener- 
gy and-enterprise. For his Maryland re- 
bellion he was sent to England and tried 
for treason and was acquitted. His old 
Virginia home, Roanoke, is now owned 
by Robert K. Lee, Jr. The famous white 
house where General Washington was 
married is still on the property.- It was 
given to our ancestor by Charles I, king 
of England.

IN MEMORIAM: 
REV. R. W. BIGHAM 
In the current number of The Wesleyan 
Christian Advocate, Dr. W. P. La vejoy 
writes of his late friend and 2o-laborer 
in the ranks of Methodism, Rev. R. Ww. 


Bigham, as follows: 

“The preachers of the war-time and of 
the days just before that period are rap- 
idlv passing away. Two of them have 
‘aid their armor down’ since the North 
Georgia cenference closed its last session 
in LaGrange. And today, loving hands 
bear to itg last resiing place in that 
clessic city all that remains of the earth- 
lv taberracle in which and with which 
that peerless Christian soldier—R. W. 
Big ham—cwelt and fought for the right 
against the wrong for seventy odd years. 

“Brother Bigham was more kaleidoscop- 
ic natured than any man into the inner 
circle of whose being I have ever come. 
Hle was as intensely human as if thar 
were all of him. He was so gepiritual 
that to him the carols of the birds were 
sj iritual scves and the murmuring of the 
prooks was sculful music, The faintest 
note of suffering set to vibrating in his 
sensitive nature cords of keen¢st sym- 
pathy. The bigness of heart made heavy 
draughts or his pocketbook. An appeal 
for help did not go unheard even if he 
had to borrow the money. At suci: times 
it is not surprising that his heart ran 
away with his head. Friend or stranger, 
if only it was a case of distress, could 
get his last penny. Imposters had little 
trouble in robbing him. His friends up- 
braided him for such unwise giving, but 
he was the most welcome visitor where 
personal and prolonged ministration was 
needed in the sickroom. For the lowly as 
well as the lofty, the poor man in his 
hut as well as the rich man in his pal- 
ace, found in him a fast friend and a 
tireless watcher. Money, food, clothes, 
medicine, wood, coal, anything he had of 
cculd beg or burrow, with his own hands 
he bore to the sick and needy. Today in 
every charge he served as paétor there 
are hearts that are heaving and eyes that 
are weeping because a loving, sympa- 
thetic friend is gone. 

“It would be difficult f name many 
things which Brother Bigham was not, to 
irdicate meny talents which he did not 
possess. It would be still more difticuit 
to give a correct analysis or a complete 
catalogue of all the features of his strong 
character. A surface indicator would 
credit him with recdesty, nor would, a 
thorough knowledge of him discredit the 
ju¢gment. Fer, back of this virtue, 
which was readily recognized, th®re was 
a nature as refined as a woman's. Ob- 
trusivencss and egotism were to him -Un- 
known sensations. But whorver mistook 
this characteristic for weakress had hig 
opinion readily shocked, when on 0oOc- 
casion, thé lion asserted himself. ven 
a bishop made haste to retreat when he 
aroused all the righteous resentment that 
was in Brother Bigham by presuming to 
queetion his utter unselfishness in the 
work of the cabinet. In one respect, | 
doubt not Brother Bigham was not fitted 
for the judicial work of a presiding elde-, 
end this wae to his credit. He had an 
extravagant opinion of the worth and 
merits of the preachers in the districts 
which he served. To see a brother ap- 
pointed to a charge far below his deserts, 
which ofien happens, fillod him with sor- 
row. To see a. preacher's wife toiling 
frcm year to year beyond her strength to 
make the meager salary go as far as 
possible wrung his' terder heart with in- 
expressible gtief. Often and often he has

Unconsciously 
during all the years he . was _ presiding 
elder he was shaping the lives of many 
yorng preachers end preparing them for 
lerger usefulness, 

“| have already intimated that many a 
humble home in Georgie will be mede sad 
when it is known that Brother Bigham is 
gone. Not alone for the relief from suffer- 
ing which he brought nor for his tireless 
ministrations to the sick will he be re- 
membered with gratitude, but chiefly as a 
pastor. He was the trusted friend and 
counselor of his people. He led the way 
to the mercy-seat. He pointed the .eavy 
laden to, Him who giveth rest. The douht- 
ing L.e inspired with faith. His visits in 
the home carried a blessing and left a 
benediction. He was loved as a pastor, 2s 
a friend, as a brother. ‘To the children 
he was the gentlest and sweetest of 
faihers. To the bereaved he brought joy 
and spiritual comfort. He was a friend 
to the friendless, a minister to nis breth- 
ren, the servant of all men. Twenty-three 
years ago and more he opened the door 
tc his confidence and iove and invited 
men to the intir:acy of personal friend- 
ship, and from that day~to this that inner 
chamber has held the most sacred of all 
things, the unspoken secrets of kindred 
souls, I have trusted him, I have loved 
him. The place that he filied is vacant; 
let it remair so till the day when he shall 
take it again. 

“Brother Bigham was not uniform as a 
preacher. His temperament forbade uni- 
formity. The theme, the occasion, the 
man, had to be congenial. He preached 
mcre poetry in prose than many metrical 
compcsers put Into their rhymes. When 
in the mood he could thrill a congrega- 
tion with the boldness of his imagination 
or bring a hush with the touch of his 
fancy.

Vinny 
Leal is as meritorous ag Little Men and 
Little Women. Nothing but a Methodist 
preacher's short purse has kept it from 
winning what it richly deserves, a na- 
tional reputation. Thousands of boys and 
girls, some of them grown gray, who 
never saw the author in the flesh bless 
his memory today and drop a tear over 
the grave of the sweet story-teller for 
the pleasure this wierd yet natural tale 
of life's journey has brought to them. 
Brother sigham's last days were spent 
in his picturesque mountain home, com- 
muning with the birds and the rills and 
the trees and the hills of northeast Geor- 
gia. He was a child of nature and bask- 
ed in her smiles and revelled in her com- 
panionship.

Most people seem to regard the con- 
stitutional convention provision as a sav- 
ing clause in the capital removal plan. 
In order to move the state capital sec- 
tion 1 of article 16 of the constitution. 
which provides that “the seat of govern- 
ment shall be at the city of Tallahassee, 
in the county of Leon,’’ must be amend 
ed. If, in the coming primary, some as- 
pirant other than Tallahassee should win 
the capital location fight, the next legis- 
lature would in all probability pass a 
joint resolution proposing an amendment 
to the constitution fixing the capital at 
such successful place, and submit it to 
the qualified electors at the genera! elec- 
tion in 1902 for ratification or. rejection. 
Should Tallahassee win, and a constitu- 
tional convention be decided upon, there 
would be the chance to substitute in the 
new constitution some other place than 
Tallahassee as the future state capital. 

The constitution under which Florida is 
now governed was framed by a conven- 
tion which gat in Tallahassee during the 
summer of 188; it was adopted by the 
people at the general election in Novem- 
ber, 1886, and went into effect January 
ist, 1887. It has proved to be a very sim-

The first worm that lost his headdress 
and became a mere wriggling, ugly thing 
represented a great stride forward.

of the union. , 

A commission made up of three mem- 
‘bers, with 300 assistants, is now engaged 
jn taking the final roll of the Indians 
‘of the differeft tribes, appraising their 
Mand and placing them on their allot- 
pments. By the ist of January, 1901, this 
‘work will have been tinished, and the In- 
‘dians will be ready to take out their nat- 
luralization papers as citizens of the Unit- 
ed States. To bring this to a conclusion 
‘will have involved many years of labor 
mand an expenditure of millions of dol- 
‘Jars. 


MNDIAN TERRITORY FOR THE IN- 
DIANS. 

“So long as grass ‘grows and. water 
iyuns,’’ by the terms of this nation's pfom- 
ise made in 1812, the Cherokees, Creeks, 
‘Seminoles, Chickasaws and Choctaws 
‘were to have for their own this tract of 
Jjland known as [Indian Territory. So 
the Five Tribes set up their govern- 
ment, each holding to its own tribal 
‘forms. There was not even an Indian 
lcommissioner sent to keep his more or 
‘less paternal guardianship over them. 
‘But the whites came in, intermarried 
with the squaws, cheated the easy-going 
and indolent tull-bloods, and gradually 
gained control of the government. Then 
the United States government stepped in 
to limit the power of the whites and pre- 
serve the rights of the Indians. Despite 
disabilities imposed upon them the 
Whites kept pouring in and, as their num- 
ber increased, they so vehemently de- 
manded recognition that the government 
decided on a re-adjustment im the inter- 
‘ests of all concerned. The advances of 
‘the commission, first appointed to visit 
‘the Five Tribes in 1893, were slow and 
-Malting, though well planned. For three 
years they coulc do nothing but ride over 
‘the territory and meet the ‘‘big’’ Indians 
who promised to uo much, but who never 
‘did anything. Then they sent out the 
report that the Indians were harboring 
gutilaws who comm..ced crimes in other 
States; that the full-bloods were being 
deceived as to the real intentions of the 
United States toward their government 
and the wily half-breeds. who at that 
‘time had control of the affairs of the In- 
dian government, were tsing every means 
‘to thwart the purposes of the commis- 
sioners, all of which was trire. Coneress 
replied to this arveal by delving into the 
jtreaties with the Indians, and there 
finding a clause whereby it could deprive 
‘the Indian courts o. their jurisdiction 
whenever it saw fit. Certainly now was 
ithe opportune time, and the act was 
forthwith passed. The Indians squirmed 
and .the full-bloods threatened to rise. 
‘Bome of the old full-blood judges refused 
‘to quit their benches, but finally - they 
earned it was of no use to kick; the act 
Would be carried out. Other drastic 
measures were suggested by the commis. 
sion and the Indians began to make over- 
‘tures. Little by little they were per- 
‘Suaded to the steps which have led to 
the abolishment of the tribal rule.

of any money.uor valuable thing.’’ 

The decision is the first of the kind 
ever rendered by the supreme court and 
deals directly with that class of slot ma- 
chineg in the of which there is no 
mutuality of chance between the cus- 
tomer and the ~erson operating the ma- 
chine, The case .n which the opinion was 
given by the court came from the city 
court of Richmond county, Meyer ves. the 
state,. and was regarded strictly as a 
The machine in question is of 
the kind’ which displays a poker hand, 
but the decision js understood to apply to 
all machines where the chances of gain 
or joss are similar.* All machines of this 
character, in the opinion of the supreme 
court. are operated in violation of the 
Penal code of Georgia and as a result of 
the decision it is probable that a crusade 
against the slot machine will begin in all 
the towns and cities of the state. 

In i897 a decision declaring machines 
lilegwal in the operation of which the 
Chance is mutual was rendered by the 
court. Such machines were held to be 
Outright gambling processes. The de- 
cision of yesterday holds the ordinary 
siot machine to be a lottery, and as such 
violative of the law of the state.

It has a 

capital of 2,000,000 taels, and it is a mill 

which would be enormous in the United 

‘States. Its buiidings cover sixty acres, 

it employs 6,000 workmen, and it is now 

turning out 1,000 pieces of cloth and 80,- 
0 pounds of cotton yarn every twenty- 
four hours. The factory runs day and

BUILT BY AN AMERICAN. 

This great mill of Sheng and Li Hung 
Chang was built by an American. Li and 
Sheng planned it seventeen years ago, but 
it was a long time before they could get 
the machinery made and the mill into op- 
eration. It was found that the short- 
staple cotton would not work with the 
ordinary American machinery, and it had 
to be adapted especially to it. This was 
done by Mr. W. Danforth, a Massachu- 
setts man, who came out here at the in- 
stance of the company and was sent back 
to the United States to test the matter. 
Mr. Danforth is still the technical for- 
eign adviser of the mill, although he has 
nothing to do with its direction, this being 
im the hands of Sheng’s brother. 

It was with Dr. Danforth that I went 
over the mill. He tells me he is the only 
American connected with it and that in all

Thev 
ride to the mill on wheelbarrows, a half 
dozen sitting on the same barrow, leaning 
back to back against the wheel, which 
comes up throvgh the center of the ve- 
hicle. 

l asked as to thelr wages and was told 
that the average was 28 cents in silver or 
14 cents in our money a day. The poorest 
do not get more than 5 cents a day, while 
very skillful workmen and work women 
make as much as $25 gold a month. Such 
cases are very few. Fourteen cents a 
day is just a little over 1 cent an hour and 
many of these girls do not earn even half 
acent an hour. The night shift is Just the 
same as the day shift, the work women 
changing off with each other and working 
alternately all night or all day for a week 
at a time. 

At the close of the war with Japan, when 
a number of the new mills were built, 
rose. There was a strike or two 
and the average went up to an amount 
here considered enormous or from 17 to 20 
cents of our money per day. Since 
they will probably rise with the new mills 
to be built when the war closes. 

IN THE SHOPS. 


The interior of one of these big spinning 
mills is a curiosity. The factory igs buil! 
of dark gray brick, with enormous rooms 
running around courts. The buildings are 
of two stories, well lighted with many 
windows. Each room has hundreds .of 
modern weaving machines, at each of 
which are two or more of these Chinese 
girls, some with big feet, and some with 
little ones, The little-footed maidens hob- 
ble about, swaying this way and that, as 
they arrange the thread.. Some of them 
sit on benches and turn the reels by 
pressing their little feet up and down on 
the pedals. 
with smal] feet cannot do as much work 
as those with the big ones. They have to 
sit down oftener, apd the big-footed wom- 
en complain that they are not allowed to 
rest as much as their gmall-footed sis- 
ters, 


THE GINNING ROOMS. 


The cotton is ginned here in different 
machines than in America, A great deal 
of ic is ginned before it comes to the fac- 
tory in rude hand wringers. In the fac- 
tory small steel Japanese gins are em- 
ployed. These are about one-fourth the 
size of our modern machines, but they 
will not do one-eighth as much work. 
They are run by steam and are handled 
by men and boys. 

After the cotton is ginned it {s packed 
away into enormous bags, each about 
twice as big as the biggest bed tick, and 
holding 132 .pounds of cotton. The bales 
are not pressed down, as with us. The 
bags are fastened into a framework and 
the coolies put the cotton in with their 
arms, carrying it up steps to the top. 
When the bag is full they jump in and 
tread it down with their feet, and then 
pile in more until they have the requisite 
weight. , 

SOME MODERN INVENTIONS. 

I have said that this factory has mod- 
ern machinery. Its, looms come from the 
United States, but its spinning machinery 
is from England. -The steam engine is a 
500-horse power Corliss, from Philadel- 
phia, I think, which Mr. Corliss invented 
especially for it. It has an American 
electric light plant for it, and can keep 
6,000 lights bfirning. 

The goods are carried from building to 
building on the factory rallroads. It has 
its own waterworks, including a large 
tank and pumping station. The employ- 
ees go through a fire drill every week, 
and everythipg, as far as possible, ts fire-

In some of the 
rooms I found thousands of bales of piece 
goods and cotton yarn. It seemed to me 
that there were acres of them, and I was 
told that they represented hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in actual value, A 
gang of workmen was busy packing up 
the goods and labeling them for ship- 
ment, and other gangs were carrying 
them in and out of the go-downs. In 
other places they were unloading cotton 
from the boats, and as I came to the mill 
I saw men wheeling great bales through 
the streets on wheel barrows. The bales 
were strapped on each side of the bar- 
row, rising up so high as to almost hide 
the man who was pushing it. 

THE COTTON FIELDS OF CHINA. 

I was syrprised find that most of 
the cotton used here is grown in China. 
It cultivated in patches at different 
places along the Yangtse and in the 
south. I am told it can be raised all 
along the Yangtse Kiang, and even as 
far north as Tien Tsin.

WEAVE AT HOME. 

The bulk of the cottons now used in 
China are manufactured at home. We 
are shipping mcre every year and Eng- 
land, India and Germany are drumming 
the trade. All the imports, however, do 
not begin to touch the enormous market. 
The Chinese are clad in cottons. Only 
the rich can afford to wear silk, and of 
the (four hundred millions at least three 
hundred and fifty millions can afford 
nothing else. I have seen it estimated 
that the Chinaman on the average uses 
a. least twenty yards of cotton a year, 
Now, there are four hundred million Chi- 
nese, and according to this the empire 
demands at least eight million yards of 
this material annually. Kight billion 
is twenty-four billion teet. it is 
enough at 5,000 feet to the mile to make 
strip four million miies iong, enough 


as each strip would be three feet wide, it 
curpel a roadway three times as 
Wide aS s’ennsylvania avenue around the 
globe. 

Ui this amount, fifteen-sixteenths is 
woven in little rouses by Chinese women, 
Much of it made by the people who 
raise the cotton, the ginning, spinning and 
weaving being done with hand machines. 
‘The cloth is very coarse but closely wov- 
en. Much of i made only thirteen 
inches wide in pieces about seven yards 
long.

Our ecot@on goods are shipped to Shang- 
hai and sent to the north, being consumed 
in great quantities in Chihli, Shantung 
and other northern states, including Man- 
churia ani Mongolia. This region de- 


mands a heavy cotton to protect the peo- 
ple from the cold. In most parts of China 
l'ttle fuel is used except for cooking. As 
winter comes on the Chinese add coat 
after coat until he at last assumes almost 
the shape of a ball, relying on wadded 
cottons to keev out the cold. 

Said Consul] Genera] Goodnow: 

“Our factors want to export the goods 
that consume the most cotton, and it may 
be for this reson that we have catered 
to the northern trade. At any rate, we 
have almost monopolized it. 
per cent of all our cotton that came to 
Shanghai last year was shipped to Tien 
Tsin, Cheefoo and Newchwang; three 
per cent went up the Yangtse valley to 
be sold in the northern or colder prov- 
inces; three per cent went into Chekiang, 
and three per cent remained here in 
Kiangsu. 

“The provinces lower down oan the 
Yanetse and south of Shanghai require a 
lighter weight, a better bleached and a 
finer made cotton. This is so on account 
of the warmer climate. You can't sell 
linen dusters for winter-wear in North 
Dakota or buffalo overcoats in July in 
Florida. Our people have evidently sup- 
posed all parts of China had the same cl- 
mate, and it Was only last year that they 
began to cater to this middle and south 
Ching trade.’ 

‘But who eets 
now’?’

New let us turn to some of the anti-

No 
name ever given to a man was more in- 
congruous. He has been largely instru- 
mental in making his first year in public 
life one of the darkest in the whole his- 
tory of his country. The name of Tung 
Fushsiang, the Kansu general who has 
been in charge of the troops in Pekin 
and who fied with the empress as her 
bodyguard, means “happiness and auspi- 
cious omens."’ To whom he has brought 
happiness and what auspicious omens pre- 
cede his coming it would be difficult in- 
deed to point out. Nothing but fear pre- 
cedes his coming, nothing but wailing fol- 
lows in his track, and the empress dow- 
ager will discover before she is through 
with him that neither joy nor fortune goes 
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with him whom she selected as her body- 
guard and protector. 

Again, fake the name the man who 
was governor of Shantung when the 
Getmans gnatched away the port of Chiao 
Chou. His name is Li Pingheng. He is 
the “plum” who “holds the scales,” but 
as a Chinese gentleman with whom I 
was talking a few days ago remarked: 
‘The scales which he holds would never 
weigh out justice either to his friends or 
to his enemies.’ The man who was gov- 
ernor of Shantung when the boxer trou- 
ble began, and who is more than any 
other person responsible for the whole 
unfortunate disturbance, as well as the 
murder of all the foreigners, both at 
Pao Ting Fu and Tai Yuan Fu, is Yu 
Hsien. His name ftmeans to ‘nurture 
virtue.”” He was about as much a pa- 
tron of virtue as was Nero in his most 
fiendish freaks. 

Two men among the anti-foreign group 
are true to the names they bear. One 
is K’ang Yi, the principal advisor of Wer 
majesty, whose name signifies a ‘‘strong 
determination,” an “‘tunbending will;"’ the 
other is Hsu T’ung, the tutor to the heir 
apparent, who is eighty years old, con- 
Stitutionally anti-foreign, and above 
bribe taking. His family name signifies 
“slow” and his given name a “varnish 
tree. “Slow as a Varnish ‘Tree’ he is 
and as steadfast and stubborn. 

CHANGING OF NAMES. 

The Chinaman has almost any number 
of names. As a baby he receives his 
“milk name;’’ when he enters school, his 
‘school name;’’ when he enters life, a 
title or “life name.’ An old friend of the 
writer had in the Pekin university a son 
whom he had not seen since the lad left 
home to ‘enter upon his studies. I had 
never known this student by anything 
but his school name, which was Wei Fan. 
l was telling the father what a quiet, 
Bentle, attractive boy Wei Fan was, and 
he, poor man, hadn't the least idea of 
whom I w speaking until I told him I 
was talking about his fourth son, When 
the face of the old man lighted up, and 
he said: 

“Oh, you mean ‘Get a Man.’ ”’ 

That was the boy's milk name. The 
School name hadn’t been given until the 
boy left home, and so the father did not 
recognize it as applied to his son.An- 
other man whom I knew called his first 
boy Got a Mountain, his second Got a 
Garden and his third Got a Man. 

Those who have been following the con- 
duct of affairs in China and reading the 
papers without any thought of the ge0- 
graphical names, except their difficulty of 
pronunciation, would have found pleasute 
andinstruction in knowing the meaning of 
these almost unpronounceable, but often 
poetic, characters, For instance, when we 
read about Shanhaikuan we would be 
much more appreciative if we understood 
that shan means mountain, hal means sea 
and kuan the official residence which con-

The names which the Chinese give to 
all kinds of foreign inventions, machinery 
and importations, are not without interest. 
The car is called a “fine wheel cart,” the 
engine a ‘fire cart head,’ and the railroad 
an “iron road.’@ The steamer is called a 
“fire wheel boat’ and the man of war 


The bicycle is call- 
ed a “‘self-moving cart,”’ or a “cart that 
one can himself move.’ The phonograph 
is, called a “talk box,”’ the telegraph an

‘Coal gas lamps’ and “electric gas lamps” 
are sufficiently clear not to need explana- 
tion. A fountain pen:is a “water pen,” a 
desk is a “book table’’ and a washstand is 
a ‘“‘wash face table.” 
NO ESCAPB FROM NICKNAMING, 


That rule which cautions us against 
taking about feet in the presence of a 
clubfooted man does not apply in China. 
Every peculiarity, particularly if it be 
physical and obvious, is eagerly and 
promptly seized upon as a basis for the 
almost universal habit of nicknaming. 

The founder of the Taoist sect goes by 
the name of the ‘‘old boy’’ Tao Tzu. This 
is not applied to him in any sportive 
sense, but because it is said he looked 
old when he was born. If great officials 
and founders of religious systems are not 
free from being nicknamed, it cannot be 
expected that the people will spare the 
common herd, or the foreign devil. 

The members of our mission, in travel- 
ing through the country and talking with 
the people, were commonly addressed, 
though not in a spirit of rudeness, as Mr. 
“Foreign Devil,” Kuei tzu Lao Yeh. And 
the doctor, when he visits a patient, is 
frequently announced in a manner which

What pertains to physical deformities 
is true also of mentgl characteristics.

If 
he.ig a bookworm as we say, he is called 
either a ‘‘book cover,’’ shu pao tzu, ora 
“‘book insect,"’ shu ke tzu. If he is gen- 
eroys or benevolent, ambitious or avari- 
cious, just or good, his disposition gives 
him his name. A laZy or useless woman 
is justly and pertinently designated as a 
“bread basket" and a “clothes horse.” 
Sometimes the nickname, however, de- 
pends upon some particular action, as, for 
instance, T knew one of the missionaries 
who preached a series of sermons on Gal- 
atians and became known to his hearers 
as “Galatian Liu,”’ chia lta t’al. Another 
preached a series of sermons on the eight 
beatitudes and they called him “Eight 
Beatitudes,’ chia, pa fu chia.

I know another gentleman who, while 
in charge of a school. had the reputation 
of keeping order among the boys by fre- 
quent use of a ruler, and they dubbed him 
“Board,”’ chia pan tzu. <A teacher who 
kept rigid account of everything was 
called “Contractor Li,” li chang kuei ti, 
or, €48 We would say, ‘“‘Overseer Li.” 

Often nicknames are extremely pat and 
hit the mark with such effect that they 
characterize for life. One's only hope of 
avoiding some humiliating or sardonic 
sobriquet from his Chinese friends is to 
keep himself pure, gentle, kind, consider- 
ate and just, and then if he given a 
nickname it will be one which reflects 
credit upon him.

Pies made! of dried apples, stewed and 
mashed, are common in springtime in 
various parts of the United States, but, as 
far as I can learn, it is less customary 
to make them of a mixture of dried appie 
sauce and green currants. Ags a little gir., 
many a quar® of green currants have | 
picked and stemmed, some for plain cur- 
rant pie, others to sprink:.e in the aried 
apple pie filling, and others to stew for 
sauce, Where iresh fruif, save apples, 
are rare or unknown, any acid flavor, i 
suppose, is grateful after a long winter. 
I have peen told that the sour leaves of 
both woud and fieid sorre} (oxalis and ru- 
mex) are sometimes pressed into service 
in pie-making in some of the Canadian 
provinces. In parts of the west, farmers 
wives gather the green frult of the wild 
frost-grape for pies, though I think this 
is more “to make-a change,” as they say, 
since the grapes blossom and mature so 
late that in most places there must be 
other fruits before the grapes are large 
enough,to cook. 

Speaking of these wild grapes, I wonder 
if country housewives still preserve them 
according to a fashion I well knew a gen- 
eration and more ago. It was always 
called “Iay!ng down.’’ You would hear 
one neighbor say to another, “I’ve been 
laying down my grapes.’’ One or two 
frosts were considered necessary to ripen 
the fragrant clusterg hanging from the 
wild vines that gracefully clambered over 
our Virginia rail fences, or festooned tail 
tree trunks on the.edge of the woods. A 
stone jar Or milk crock wag filled with 
fine bunches of the wild fruit, which was 
then almost covered with molasses and 
put away in some cool closet or down 
cellar. After some weeks, or even 
months both fruit and liquor had a sweet- 
sour, spicy twang,that was very pieas: 
ant. The grapes, with a little of the rich 
juice, were served as a sweet pickle, or in 
some families the grapes were removec 
from the stems, and, covered with the 
juice, used, to make pies. 

The cream pies of my day, still sur- 
viving in the part of Ohio where I was 
reared, were very different from the 
cream-cakes of the bakeries. The pie pan 
was lined with crust, then it was fillea 
with rich cream that had been well sweet- 
ened. Into this was sifted very slowly 
from a dredging box a little flour—per- 
haps a dessert spoonful to ope pie. About 
a dessert spoonful of butter was cut up 
into small bits and scattered over the 
cream. A pinch of cinnamon, was added. 
This madé an indigestibly rich but delici- 
ous dessert. Another queer northern Ohi® 
dish is known as cheese pie. A cup of 
the curd obtained from sour miik by 
draining off its whey is beaten with two 
eggs, a little sweet milk and “sugar to 
taste,”’ -

meat. nor sweets, let alone pastries, spiced 
things and wine, but allow yourself all 
the game, fresh fruit and vegeta- 
bles, especially salads, you can consume, 
and unless you are a very ill-conditioned 
person, will shortly be amazed at 
your own improvement. I have seen al- 
most hopeless cripples cured by six 
months of ashcake and buttermilk three 
times a day, the ashcake saturated with 
good grass butter and supplemented with 
roasted eggs, potatoes and nuts. 

“Since the ashcake is beyond the reach 
of city people, they must make out as 
best they can with graham erackers, 
shredded wheat, and so on. Hot soda 
biscuit occasionally do no hurt, provided 
they are light and well baked, but rolls, 
flour muffins, bread of every sort. in- 
deed, anything belonging to the tribe of 
ferments. is best let alone. As to the 
buttermilk the quart is the minimum—if 
you have appetite and capacity for three 
quarts so much the better. In fact my 
advice to gnybody.-who has a creaky 
joint, or a swelled and aching one,’ is 
drink all the buttermilk you can r®@lish. 
whenever and wherever you can. Tt must

| be good buttermilk—fresh churnéd, and 


wholesome, from a dependable dairy. Milk 
that has been kept too long before churn- 
ing. or afterward, will certainly not do 
good, and may do harm. 

‘Buttermilk was not by any means the 
remedy my home people used. In 
they had gout cures nearly as va- 
as the manifestations of gout itself. 
Some few of them. were herote—the tur- 
pentine handage for, example. Soft old 
flannel wet with spirits turpentine was 
bound on the affected part, and troned 
with a hot flat-iron as long as the pa- 
tient could stand fit. It took grit to 
stand it many minutes—the turpentine 
vaporized, and went in, making a deep, 
painful burn, which generally drove away 
the gout. The milder rosin plaster was 
much affected by the black people. Rosin 
either crude or commercfal, was melted,

| mixed with grease and spread upon thin 


soft leather, often the red morocco top of 
an old boot leg, then clapped tn place 
sizzling hot, and left to wear off. Since 
it stuck worse than a porous plaster the 
wearing off was tedious. Rosin plasters 
commonly sacred to lame backs 
and shoulders. A big one was a treasure 
often kept as a sort of hetricoom—it 
could always be renewed by spreading on 
fresh rosin : 

“Clay poultices ran them hard tn pop- 
ular favor. Ocherous red clay, or dirt 
burned in the chimney back, was mixed 
to very soft mud with apple vinegar, 
spread an inch thick all around the 
gouty spot, and left there twenty-four 
hours wuty feet were incased tn it un- 
til they looked like the hands of a giant 
prize fighter ready for the ring. For 
county ankles the mud Was put into a 
sock, which as then drawn on, and 
worn sometimes a week. Gouty finger 
joints had the lead bandage, made by 
hammering a bullet thin and flat, then 
bending it in place with the end lapping, 
As the swelling went down the ends were 
lapped further, thus keeping up the press- 
ure which was held to cure. 

“May apple ointment was sovereign for 
lame (backs. shoulders and stiff 
necks. The fleshy roots were stewed soft, 
then mashed up in lard, and stéwed half 
a day longer. It was a powerful remedy, 
and needed to be used with discretion or 
it would take off the skin, and make an 
ugly sore. Where there was racking or 
shooting pain, hop poultices and hop foot- 
baths came into play, and ceftainiy did 
good. The hop pouitice was a thin bag 
half filed with dry hops, wrung out of 
boiling water, and laid very hot, upon the 
gouty spot. For the footbath a bigger 
bag of hops went into the tub, bolling 
water was poured in, and the feet rteam- 
ed until the water was cool enough for 
gathing. Grape sap was the cure of 
cures for spring gout. A vigorous wild 
grape vine was cut off any time in March 
or April, the flowing sap caught. in 
a wooden vessel [t was an article of. 
faith not to let it touch glass or metal. 
It was drunk from a gourd, or else from 
the rim of the piggin. A healthy vine 
would drip enough sap in a night to drink 
all next day, as well as to wet bandages 
for the sore spota,

The diamond next in value in the 
czar’s collection is the Shah, one of 8 


Carats. It was given by Chosroes to one. 
Of the czars of Russia. A third one of 
the world-renowned diamonds a!so be- 
longs to Russia’s ruler—the Saucy, weigh- 
ing 53% carats. It belonged to Charles 
the Bold of Burgundy. It was bought in 
149% by Emanuel of Portugal, and was 
so'd Im 1580 to the Saint da Saucy, in 
whose family it remained for a century, 
after which it met with as many adven- 
tures as the heroine of a three-volume 
novel. It was security for a loan: en- 
trusted to a servant, who, being attacked 
by robbers, swallowed it. He was mur- 
dered and the diamond recovered. It is 
next heard of in the possession of James 
II of England, who carried it with him in 
his filght. Louis XVI bought it of him 
for £25,000. Napo'’eon I- was another 
Owner. In 1825 it was sold to Prince Paul 


Demidoff for £80,000. He in turn sold it, 
but the purchaser failing to fulfil] -his 
Dart of the contract, the gem became the 
subject of a lawsuit, which was decided 
in favor of the prince. 

It next turns up in Bombay. In 1867 it 
is in England, and in 1873 it formed part 
of “the crown necklace’ worn by Mary 
of Sachsen Altenburg on her marriage 
with Albert of Prussia. Three years later 
in the investiture of the Star of India 
by the prince of Wales in Calcutta. it 
was worn by a Maharajah. It now be 
long to the czar of Russia. What further 
@dventures await this much travekd 
stone remains to be seen. The polar star. 
a brilliant gem, also belongs to the czar. 
Another Russian stone which is well 
known is a red diamond—a rare stone. 
This cost £15.000. 

The Florentine, or grand duke. 
property of the emperor of Austria. bis 
gem, too, belonged to Charles the Bold. 
by whom it was lost at the battle of 
Granson and found by a Swiss soldier, who 
sold it for half a crown, thinking it was 
Only a plece of rock erystal. It was next 
Sold for £20 to an Italian grand duke, 
from whom it passed into the hands of 
Pope Julius II, who gave it to an empe- 
ror of Austria. 

The Pitt or regent, before it was cut, 
weighed 410 carats The fragments cut 
from it were valued at some thousand 
pounds. It is considered the most bril- 
liant diamond in Europe and belongs to 
the German empéror, or rather, it is the 
Property of the Prussian crown. Its his- 
tory is sornewhat romantic. It was bought 
in 1702 in India by Mr. Pitt, who Was pov- 
ernor of Madras. He Paid about £20 009 
for it. He took it to London and had it 
cut at a cost of £3.000. In 1717 he sold it 
to the regent duke of Orleans—hence its 
name, the regent—for Louis XV for £135.- 
000. It is now valued at twice that price. 
It, too, was at one time owned and worn 
by Napoleon I. 

The Koh-i-noor—‘‘mountain of light’’— 
the property of the queen of England. or 
rather, of the British crown, weighed, be- 
fore cutting, 793% carates. It is valued 
Qt £140.00. According to Indian legend. 
it was found in Golconda and worn 5,000

On the ~th of January, 1776, he 
was elected presi of the executive 
council of Ge: Bulloch did not 
live to see the i of his country’s 
struggle, for in than twelve months 
after the decliration of independence his 
fellow citizens had to mourn his death. 
Mr. B. Shaffer, the father of Jacob Shaf- 
fer, of Savannah, to relate the fol- 
lowing incident as illustrating the repub- 
lican character of Mr. Bulloch. Colonel 
Lachlan McIntosh, commander of the 
centinental troops in Savannah, upon the 
election of Mr. Bulloch te the executive 
chair, had ordered a sentinel to be posted 
at his door, which sentinel was Mr. B. 
Shaffer. This did not suit Mr. Bulloch’s 
views and he requested the sentinel to be 
removed, saving: ‘“l act for a free peo- 
ple, in whom I have the most entire con- 
fidence, and wish to avoid cn all occas- 
jons, the appearance of ostentation.”’ 

Thus it appears that the revolutionary 
governor of Georgia possessed those fine 
characteristics of true courage and demo- 
cratic mold of mind which have descend- 
ed to the great-great-grandson. 

As early as 1772, Mr. Archibald Bulloch 
was a prominent man in/the affairs of 
state. Mr. James Habersham, an IEng- 
lishman, had come to the colony of Geor-

celebrated preacher, Whitfield. 

In 1769 James Habersham became gov- 
ernor of Georgia, as the successor to Gov- 
ernor James Wright. Governor James 
Habersham was very much attached to 
the government of the mother country, 
and held his allegiance to the king, al- 
though he was sensible of the cause of 
grievances of the colonies. I quote from 
the same volume to show his official 
austerity in dealing with the council of 
which Mr. Bulloch was a member. 

Of vovernor Habersham, the historian 
Says: “In April, 1772, he attempted to 
make the Assembly sensible of their 
dutyto the King, in acknowledging his 
Majesty’s right to negative a speaker. 
On the day upon which they met, they 
elected Mr. N. W. Jones their speaker, 
and sent two of the members to Mr. 
Habersham to inform him of the election. 
He replied that he would be in the coun- 
cil chamber at five o’clock in the after- 
noon, when they should have his answer. 
At the time appointed they met, and the 
governor put a negative on the speaker, 
and directed them to choose another. 
Shortly afterwards he was informed that

The history of the Bulloch family is 
very interesting, and the career of Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt is strictly in accord with 
the general characteristics of the family 
descendants of the old-time Georgia Gov- 
ernor.

About 1838 my grandfather, Roswell 
ILing, bought the property now the site 
oi. the town of Roswell, named for him. 

Hie persuaded one of his sens, two of 
his daughters and their husbands and 
other friends from the seaboard to move 
Roswell. These people were known 
“Colony people,”’ and were the 
owners of the cotton factory which was 
established there and managed by my 
uncle, Barrington King. These ‘Colony 
people’ were the Kings, the Dunwoodys, 
the Bullochs, the Smiths, the Bayards, 
the Martins, &c. 

Major Bulloch, the grandfather of Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt, as I learned as @ child, 
first married Miss Elliott, by whom he 
had one son, Capt. James D. Bulloch, 
who was a Captain in the United States 
navy before the war, and afterwards of 
the Confederate States navy. (I may 
add to this to Say that he 
was the navy agent of the Confederate 
States in England.) 

Mr. Elliott, the father in law of Major 
Bulloch, being a widower, married a sec- 
ond time (a Miss Dunwoody, I think; at 
any rate a relative of the Dunwoodys), 
by whom he had three children—Stewart 
A., Georgia and Susan. Stewart married 
a Miss Sorrell, of Savannah, served in 
the confederate army in the civil 
war, and died. CGeorgia died in Roswell, 
unmarried. Susan married Dr. 
West, now of Philadelphia. 

Mr. Elliott died. Major Bulloch’s first 
wife died. Major Bulloch subsequently 
married the Widow Elliott—his stepmoth- 
er in law. There were three children as 
the result of this marriage—Anna, ‘“Mit- 
tie’? and Irwin. ‘‘Mittie’’ (proper name 
Martha) was the mother of Governor 
‘'Teddie’’ Roosevelt. She was married 
in Roswell, Ga., and -the

A. Pratt, D.D., I think in 1855 or 1856.

Major Bulloch was the superintendent 
of the Sunday school of the Presbyterian 
church in Roswell. He was stricken with 
apoplexy one Sunday morning during the 
echool hour and died in the church. [I 
was quite a ‘‘kid’’ at the time, but shall 
never forget the scene. 

The evening paper here, a few days ago, 
said that “Mrs. Roosevelt; the mother of 
‘“Teddy,’’ first met her husband while on 
a visit to her married sister in Philadel- 
phia.

It 
is idle to talk of progress in which we can 
bear no part because of the ignorance of our 
people.’” In seeking for the cause of this

than. I, returned from Philadelphia to 
Roswell in May, 1861, and left there in 
June following for Richmond to join the 
Oglethorpe Light Infantry, General Bar- 
tow’s old company, of Savannah, then of 
ithe Eighth Georgia regiment. But in 
Richmond he met his half brother, Cap- 
tain James D. Bulloch, and through him 
-he got a berth as midshipman in the con- 
federate states navy, and wound up his 
war experience on the Alabama, as stated 
above. I never met him but once after- 
wards: that was in Savannah in 1869 or 
1870. 

As you know, Governor Roosevelt's 
great-great-grandfather was Archibald 
Bulloch, who was a governor of Georgia 
and once a member of congress from Geor- 
gia. He died, as I remember to have read 
of him, during the revolutionary war, in 
1777 or 1778. 

Bulloch county in this state was named 
for and in honor of him. You will observe 
thatthis Georgia family spelled their name 
with final “h’’ and not a “k,”’ as Gov- 
ernor R. B. Bullock spelled his name. 

I hope these few recollections of my 
childhood will aid you in your work, Sin- 
cerely yours, CHARLES PRATT.

Mr. Harrington is a young newspaper man 
of New York city, who in the intervals of a 
busy life, has found time to tell stories to 
children. From telling the stories he fell 
into the habit of writing them down, and his 
present book represents the best stories of 
‘those which he found pleasing to his young 
hearers. In presenting his stories to the 
public Mr. Harrington found an able assist- 
ant in James M. Condé, the well-known il- 
lustrator of domestic end field animals. Mr. 
Conde himself is a remarkably interesting 
character. He has a habit of collecting all 
|kinds of animals in his home and it ts said 
that his greatest desire is to own a complete 
menager.e. He sometimes spends hours at a 
time sketching the droop of a cat's ear. The 
frog. which figures in many-of the stories, 
was a special pet of Conde’s, and when ie 
was through with it as a model, he carried it 
far into the country tn crder to return it to 
the place where it had originally been caught. 
The stories which make up the volume con- 
cern themselves with the pranks and lives of 
several domestic and fleld animals who are 
supposed to live together and have all sorts 
of exciting experiences. They enjoy the power 
of speech, have contests among themselves 
and delight ‘n playing practical jokes upon 
their ne‘'ghbors. With each story there are 
four full page drawings, and so natural are 
the pictures, yet so grotesque, that one cannot 
help enjoying the tales that are told in the 
words and picturesi But the enjoyment will 
not be limited to the children. How ‘‘Ker- 
chug,"’ the leap frog, won the jumping contest 
from ‘‘Jumping Jehosaphat,’’ the Kangaroo, is 
as delightful as any one can imagine, and the 
stories about ‘‘Mr. Hedge Hogg,’’ the editor;

Preventing Incrustation in Boilers.—Con- 
sul Hughes sends the following from Co- 
burg: 

Mr. A. Reis, of Antwerp, has patented 
the following method for preventing in- 
crustation in boilers: A mixture of sugar, 
tannin extract, silicate of potash or soda, 
and boric acid is added to the boiler water 
to keep the salts in solution: when the 
water attains a density of about 15 to 5 
Be, the boiler is “‘blown off/’ The work- 
ing periods range from a fortnight to 
three months, according to the quality 
of water in use. Glycerin and alkaline 
sulphates are sometimes. used in the mix- 
ture. 

Cheese of Pasteurized Milk in Sweden.

Instead of a wax cylinder, Pauisen 
used a flexible steel band in his phono- 
graph, which is much simpler in con- 
struction than the Edison phonograph. 
Messages are much more easily removed 
from the steel band than from the wax 
cylinder. It is wound on two spools, mov- 
ing quickly from one to the other, and 
coming to contact with a very small elec- 
tro-magnet, switched into the circuit, 
which affects the steel band im such a 
way as to record on it any sounds that 
may penetrate to the phonograph. It is 
only necessary to cause the steel band to 
repass the magnet in order to have the 
sounds repeated. Each vibration of the 
electro-magnet produces &@ corresponding 
vibration of the steel band. In order to 
remove a message from the steel band, a 
magnet is passed over the surface on 
which the message was recorded. 

The tests recently made In the engineer- 
ing department of the Copenhagen Tel- 
ephone company, whose seryice the in- 
ventor has recently entered, were sur- 
prisingly eyeeessful. Up to the present 
time. the apparatus records a song bet- 
. nessage; but the lat- 
ter is neyertheless quite clear, and the 
experts who have been making experi- 
ments in co-operation with the inventor 
declare that it is only a question of time 
until the telephonograph will repeat a 
message aS clearly as it can be heard 
through the most improved telephone.
